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Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office action is responsive to Applicant's response filed on March 8, 2004. Claims 
37 and 39-50 are pending. 

2. Applicant's arguments filed on March 8, 2004 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Specification 

1 . The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: See below for the claimed subject matter in question. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
2. Claims 42-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. See Paragraph 5 of the previous Office action. 
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Response to Arguments 

4. Regarding claims 42 and 46, Applicant continues to argue that these claims are fully 
supported by the specification. More explicitly, Applicant referrs to Figures 8 and 9, and page 
25 of the specification, as providing support for the claimed laguage in question "writing into 
each cell of a set of the plurality of memory cells a respective data value, wherein the data 
values are one of the first and second states," and "rewriting the respective data value into the 
memory cell." and "accessing a first sector of said memory cells," and "rewriting the data 
values stored in the memory cells of the second sector" Emphasis added. 

The Examiner once again disagrees. A thorough review of Figures 8 and 9 and the 
specification does not support Applicant's arguments. As mentioned in the previous Office 
action, the claimed subject matter is not described in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
silled in the art that the inventors, at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

The Examiner welcomes a call from Applicant if that is judged necessary to expedite 
prosecution of this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 37 and 39-41 remain allowable over the prior art of record.
